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REPORT OF FROST FREE LIBRARY 
1941 ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of the trustees and officers of the Frost 
Free Library was held on September 12, 1941. 

The report of the Treasurer, Fred D. Hemenway, showed re- 
ceipts of $705.34 for the past year, and expenditures of $609.44, 
leaving a balance on hand of $95.90. Mr. Hemenway also reported 
that nothing had been spent by the Grounds committee the past 
year and that there is a balance of $10.25 in this fund. 

The Grounds committee reported that no changes have been 
made during the year except that four mountain ash trees have 
been put on the lawn by the town. Two of the fir trees planted last 
year seem to be dying and will have to be replaced. 

The Librarian, Mrs. Helena Croteau, gave an interesting re- 
port, showing that the library has been open 92 times with a total 
circulation of 3,018 books, 2,322 of which were adult fiction, 553 
juvenile fiction, 173 adult non-fiction and 70 juvenile non-fiction. 
The total circulation of magazines was 2,934. 163 old books were 
attractively rebound and 44 new books purchased, while about 60 
books of fiction and poetry have been given by the following peo- 
ple: Mrs. Ella F. Talmage, Mrs. C. A. Whitney, Mrs. Alice 
Hildreth, Mrs. Annie Woods, Mrs. Lizzie Reed, Miss Ruth Hemen- 
way, and Allison Coutts.

Cheeseman, the librarian 
for the past several years, was read and accepted with appreciation 
of her long service and regret that she is in poor health. 


It was voted to ask that an article be put in the town warrant 


to raise $125 toward the maintenance of the lbrary the coming 
year. Also that an assistant Librarian be paid 20 cents an hour 
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to help the Librarian when needed, and 25 cents an hour when 
working alone.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Schoo] Board and Citizens of Marlborough: 


T herein submit my nineteenth annual report as superintendent 
of schools. 


We are at war today. We must not underestimate the dangers 
to the heritage due our boys and girls, viz., the enjoyment of free 
speech, free religion and the ideals of a dynamic democracy. 


It is our duty to develop the true type of American citizen. 
Therefore, we must clarify our vision of objectives in American 
education and search out the roads that lead to these objectives. 


From a psychoanalysis the three main thoroughfares that lead 
to our goal are (1) the intellectual which resting on the solid foun- 
dations of skills in our fundamentals must be enriched and ex- 
tended ; (2) the emotional feelings for the home, the parents, the 
schools and all American institutions must be strengthened; (3) 
the younger generation must be taught to choose wisely between 
success and failure, between right and wrong. Finally, may our 
boys and girls go forth from our schools imbued with a firm con- 
viction that there is a God and that He will prevail over the 
warring nations of the world. This is our objective. 

Never before in American history have boys and girls offered 
more challenges than today. They bid us to look forward. to the 
morrow. They bid us exercise our greatest care and love for those 
around and about us. They bid us be strong, active and fearless, 
and practice moderation and consideration in our dealings with 
others. 

‘Teachers, parents and citizens, the younger generation is 
looking to vou for guidance through these trying times.

The Junior high girls coached by Miss Winnifred Mager, have 
played several games making, a very impressive showing. 

The boy’s team, in spite of its unimpressive record of games 
won, has been loyal and regular in practice; and at no time has any 
game been “thrown away”. 


Frequently, it is true, the team has bowed to veteran teams 
from other schools. However, few games have been lost by more than 
a few baskets; and from this standpoint the season has not been 
disappointing.

MUSIC 
February 10, 1942 
Mr. Frederick T. Johnson, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Marlboro, New Hampshire. 


Dear Mr. Johnson: 


The following quotation from a national message seems to 
be an appropriate introduction to my report to you on the music 
teaching in our schools. 

“Music a Restorative Force” 

“In the present crisis we are daily beset with new problems, 
perplexities, doubts and fears. Our institutions, our way of Iife, 
our principles of democracy, our form of government are being at- 
tacked by organized propaganda. Within the home, school and com- 
munity our people seek assurance and security. We hear of the 
unspeakable indignities that are being heaped upon the bodies of 
men, women, and children in the war-ridden countries. Disintegrat- 
ing thoughts are besieging us.” 

“As individuals we must not allow our minds to dwell con- 
stantly on such thoughts lest we lose mental equilibrium. We need 
sources of spiritual refreshment and invigoration. We must be 
allowed to retain, if possible, our right of social intercourse which 
makes for contentment and happiness. We must avoid whipping up 
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emotionalism and fear into a false patriotic hysteria. We must re- 
member that music is a vital force in providing a measure of joy 
and contentment which we must strive to achieve in spite of the 
war and its difficulties.” 


“Music creates joy, happiness, wholesome attitudes and inner 
satisfactions. These conditions contribute to mental health, and 
today we need mental health as much as muscle health.” 


“Music is a vital factor in building a state of mind and heart 
which is essential to American spirit and morale. It must be main- 
tained to the greatest possible degree.” 


The Vocal music in the High School is being taught in classes. 
Every student is expected to enroll in this course unless excused 
by the principal or music supervisor. This year the girls have been 
assigned separate classes from the boys. This arrangement allows 
the boys to meet in classes by themselves. Boys in adolescence period 
have the voice changing problem to overcome. Special exercises and 
help are given them so that the proper use of the voice may be 
developed. 


The essentials of vocal production are being taught to all 
the students and the results is better singing and speech. An en- 
deavor is made to develop better voices and a desire for better 
music. 


The school orchestra has lost several good players during the 
last two years through graduation and moving to other towns. The 
enrollment is now only 12 players and some interest has been lost. 
This condition is being remedied. Last year the district voted. 
$200.00 for the purchase of new instruments and the following in- 
struments have been purchased: 

4 Clarinets 3 Trumpets and 2 Trombones 


Students have been selected to learn to play these instruments 
and the instruments have been given to them under a special agree- 
ment. While we do not expect great results this year, another year 
should show an improvement in our instrumental department. 

A recommendation is made again this year for an appropria- 
tion to take care of our instrumental needs. We are endeavoring 
to develop an excellent instrumental department. If the school dis- 
trict will supply necessary funds, we feel certain our objective can 
be obtained. 
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During the past year the vocalists and instrumentalists of the 
school have furnished several programs for our civic organizations. 
One event, a minstrel program, was given to assist in raising funds 
for a special school activity. 7 

Supervision of music in the grades has been carried on in the 
usual way. Music reading, theory, tone development and desire for 
good music are some of the objectives in the teaching of grade 
music, 


Again I express my appreciation to the teachers, Principal 
Keach, Principal Cummings, Superintendent Johnson and the 
School Board members for this continued interest and cooperation.

21. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a new truck 
for the Highway Department, raise and appropriate money for 
the same or act in any manner in relation thereto. 


22. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
painting and repairing the Town Hall Building, appropriate 
money for the same or act in any manner relating thereto. 


23. ‘To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to bor- 
row on the credit of the Town in anticipation of taxes. 


24. 'To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to ad- 
minister or dispose of any real estate acquired by the Town 
through Collector’s deeds. 


25. ‘To hear reports of Town Agents or Committees or other 
officers heretofore chosen or appointed and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


26. ‘To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.
